Food Costs 
May Climb 
Six Percent 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Increased 
charges by middlemen and higher 
costs for imports will boost food prices 
for American consumers as much as 6 
percent 
in 
1978, 
the 
Agriculture 
Department said today. 
And for the second year in a row, 
consumers will pay more to get the 
food from the field to the grocery store 
than they pay the farm er to grow it. 
K enneth F a rre ll, head of the 
agency’s Economic Research Ser­ 
vice, said farm ers would see little 
benefit from the price increases, 
receiving the sam e $56 billion for 
feeding America they have received 
each of the past five years. 
The expected increase in food prices 
will be slightly below the 6.5 percent 
rise endured by consumers this year, 
Farrell told the departm ent’s annual 
Outlook Conference today. 
Increased prices for sugar, spurred 
by a higher government import fee, 
will account for part of the food price 
increase.

Billions Lost to Crime 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Crimes 
against American business — ranging 
from simple theft to sophisticated 
computer abuse — cost an estim ated 
$30 billion last year and the No. I 
reason is dishonest employees, a 
government study said today. 
“Thefts committed by employees 
are behind at least 60 percent of 
crime-related losses,” a Commerce 
Department report estimated. “So 
many employees are stealing so much 
that employee theft is the most 
critical 
c rim e 
problem 
facing 
business today.” 
In the sector of the report on bank 
crime, some elaborate — and not so 
elaborate—schemes were reviewed. 
In one case, a bank teller stole 
$168,000 in a brown bag by carrying it 
through an exit guarded by a security 
officer whose duties included package 
inspection. 
“ He told the guard it was a pet 
rabbit,” the report said. 
Another unidentified bank was 
defrauded 
of 
several 
thousand 
dollars, the report said, when a 
depositor su b stitu ted his coded 
deposit slips for the blanks in the 
bank’s lobby and “all deposits subse­ 
quently were credited to his account.” 
The 124-page report titled “Crime in 
Service Industries” outlined criminal 
activity in such wide-ranging areas as 
cargo 
tran sp o rtatio n , 
schools, 
hospitals, motels and hotels, banks 
and insurance companies. 
It suggested preventive m easures to 


combat severe crim e in each industry 
studied, because at present the focus 
of the crime wave is “ severe ... 
m anagem ent involvem ent in the 
battle to cut losses is not sufficiently 
aggressive.” 
According to the report, crim e 
within service industries alone cost 
$9.2 billion in 1976, and that is just the 
“ tip of the iceberg.” Much of the 
criminal activity goes unreported and 
some crim es — such as bribery, kick­ 
backs and fraud — are impossible to 


calculate in dollar terms. 
Employees get most of the blame. 
“ Employee theft is a prim ary cause 
of crim e losses ... although external 
threats such as burglary, robbery, 
larceny, bad checks and fraudulent 
use of credit cards are also present,” 
the report said. 
It said the single most important 
action to combat employee crim e 
would be to “ set up a screening 
process that will weed out obvious 
security risks.”

Nation Observes 
No Smoking Day 


The smoking lamp is out. 
A 24-hour tobacco break, voluntary of course, began today for an 
estimated 5 million Americans. 
That’s the number of people the American Cancer Society predicted would 
put puffing aside for the annual coast-to-coast 
“Great American 
Smoke Out.” 
Events of the day ranged from “the world’s largest ashtray” for 
depositing cigarettes — not butts — at San Francisco’s Union Square to 
bonfires in Detroit. 
The purpose of the campaign, supported by federal health agencies, is to 
focus national attention on the health hazards of tobacco and to encourage at 
least some of the nation’s 54 million smokers to kick the habit. 
“The consequences of the smoking habit are horrendous,” Pennsylvania’s 
health secretary, Dr. Leonard Bachman said on the eve of the smokeless 
day. “ Latest figures indicate that 40 percent of cancer in American m ales is 
caused by smoking.” 
Seattle gave the event an early kickoff when the cheerleaders for the 
Seattle Seahawks of the National Football League passed out matchbooks in 
the downtown area. The match heads were cut off and the cover read: “ On 
Nov. 17 get off your butt.” Inside it read: “Stop Sm oking'" 
Not to be outdone, Coach Bobby Leonard of the National Basketball 
Association’s Indiana Pacers said ne was urging: “Don’t puff it — stuff it,” 
at a barrel for that purpose at Monument Circle in Indianapolis. 
Dr Justin Stein of Long Beach. Calif., president of the state Cancer 
Society, said the strength of the smokeout is that people who smoke are 
leaders of the effort, including national Chairman Sammy Davis Jr., a chain 
smoker. 
Stein said about 5 million smokers were expected to quit puffing, including 
I million in California alone. 
“Obviously not all of them will make it through the day,” he said, “ but 
hundreds of thousands will find that with the encouragement of families and 
friends it can be done.” 
Dr. Terry Reynolds of San Bernardino, Calif., said I million smokers 
giving up cigarettes is equivalent to taking 17,000 cars off the road

Immunization does not 
provide absolute protection 
from whooping cough but it 
can

serious case. 
Although this schedule can 
vary, children usually are 
given whooping cough shots 
in this sequence of ages: two 
months, four months, six 
months, and once between 
ages three and six. Above 


age 6, children usually are 
not given the vaccine 
The whooping cough, also 
called pertussis, vaccine 
often is combined with 
diphtheria 
and 
tetanus 
vaccine in 
a 
DPT shot. 
People older than age six 
generally need 
diphtheria 
and tetanus booster shots 
Consult a physician or health 
department clinic for exact 
schedules.

By DEBORAH FR A Z IE R 
D EN V ER (UPI) - Photo­ 
graphs of the 1960s show 
activist Rennie Davis at the 
founding of Students of a 
Democratic Society and 
during the Chicago Seven 
trial glaring angrily from 
behind rimless glasses. 
Davis wanted to change 
the world. 
Contact 
lenses 
have 
replaced the spectacles. 
Davis, now an insurance 
broker and still a member of 
Guru Maharaj J i ’s Divine 
Light Mission, 
holds 
the 
world in a different focus, 
but still works for change. 
“ Peace for me now is a 
way of life, not a far-off goal. 
The 60’s were a painful, 
beautiful and necessary 
journey for me to reach this 
place,’’ said Davis, 37. “ I 
believe we have the tools to 
end all wars and 
bring 
peace.” 
“ The strand that has run 
through 
my life is 
why 
people are suffering. There 
was a time when everything 
I saw could be explained 
through politics. But I didn’t 
really have any idea what 
caused anything. I was just 
as ignorant as 
Richard 
Nixon in that sense.” 
Davis’ existence in 1977 is 
far from his 1960s dreams 
and the farm in Virginia’s 
Blue 
gridge 
Mountains 
where he grew up. 
A 
patch 
of 
grey 
hair 
corners his face. His office is 
located a few blocks from his 


single-story brick home. He 
often walks home at mid­ 
afternoon to babysit his 18- 
month-old daughter while 
his wife, Luanne, works at 
her part-time job. 
Insurance, viewed as the 
ultimate sell-out by activists 
of Davis’ vintage, is his 
livelihood. An 18-year-old 
Indian guru, scoffed at a 
decade 
ago, 
is 
D avis’ 
spiritual mentor. 
“ I still care about suf­ 
fering. And part of me wants 
to pour cold water over my 
head at the idea I am selling 
insurace. But my message is 
the same, my medium has 
changed.” 
Later, he said, “ When I 
see pain it still wells up tears 
for me. 
But 
I 
see 
the 
process of cleaning up the 
world as the process of 
cleaning up your own act 
first. 
The solution Davis now 
espouses is not so much the 
teachings of Maharaj as an 
understanding of life a 
person 
obtains 
from 
receiving “ knowledge.” 
“ And the truly wonderful 
thing about this experience 
is it can be taken off the 
mystical 
level 
and 
un­ 
derstood by factory workers, 
waitresses, anyone. And it 
can be verified by human 
senses.” 
The child of a comfortable, 
middle class America, Davis 
said the most radical thing 
he did in high school was join 
the 4-H and judge a poultry 


contest. 
In 
college, 
he 
began 
“ getting angry at a lot of 
things I saw.” A picture of 
Davis, 
arm 
raised 
in 
defiance, 
exhorting 
his 
fellow students to change the 
world, is an emblem of the 
era. 
A co-founder of SDS in 
1962, Davis and six other 
activists 
were 
tried 
in 
Chicago seven years later 
for conspiring to disrupt the 
1968 Democratic 
National 
Convention. 
The 
court 
conviction, 
following renowned cour­ 
troom antics, was over­ 
turned on appeal. But his 
conviction the war must be 
end was renewed. 


In Paris to meet lith the 
North Vietnamese in 1973, 
Davis had a chance en­ 
counter with Maharaj Ji. A 
year later, activists moaned 
in unison as Davis kissed the 
young 
guru’s 
ring 
at 
a 
worldwide gathering. 


“ The radical decade ended 
for me then. I lost every 
friend I had. But I find I am 
talking to some of those 
people again and I find a 
vague understanding of what 
happened to me and an 
acceptance.” 


Davis moved into a Divine 
Light Mission ashram in 
Denver and lived a monastic 
life. He traded his rimless 
glasses for contact lenses, 
exchanged 
his 
political 
rhetoric for proselytizing. 


He served as a teacher of 
new converts and head of the 
Mission’s World Welfare As­ 
sociation. 


After 
three 
years 
of 
working for the mission full 
time, Davis moved out and 
married Luanne, who he met 
in the ashram. He had $3 in 
his pocket, a new bride, afid 
had not held a “ straight” job 
in 16 years. 


“ It wasn’t a matter of 
working up a resume, gi had 
to get a job that paid that 
day,” he said. He took the 
first job he found in the want 
ads — selling firewood. 
Unfortunately, it was July. 
He made $11.43 in two weeks. 


A political science major 
in college, Davis founded a 
company with several other 
guru devotees and began 
marketing wood cut from 
diseased pine trees.

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Youth Now Punk? 


By VERNON SCOTT 
HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — 
^ outh will have its day and 
today it’s punk. 
Punk is the generic term 
for what used to be flaming 
youth, bobby soxers and the 
bubble gum set, but it is 
kinkier and grungier than its 
forebears. 
P u n k ’ s 
p h y s i c a l 
m a n i f e s t a t i o n s 
a r e 
outrageous outfits, m ulti­ 
colored hair, freaky jewelry 
and filthy language set to the 
driving blast of amplified 
guitars of new wave punk 
rock. 
Ifs adherents range in age 
from 9 to 25. It’s hangouts 
are discos. 
While punk has no high 
priests, its apostles are such 
rock groups as The Sex 
P istols, 
The 
Ram ones, 
Blondie, The Germs, The 
Zippers and a couple of all 
girl groups named The Slits 
and Snatch, which gives you 
an idea. 
C uriously, 
the 
groups 
abhor the term punk. But 
rock radio stations and 
underground record 
com­ 
panies won’t have it any 
other way. 
Punk fans show up in 
discos dressed in garbage 
sacks, 
torn 
jeans 
— 
sometimes with the seat torn 
out to reveal buttocks — tank 
tops emblazoned with four- 
letter words. Anything goes, 
the m ore revolting 
the 
better. 
Greasepainted faces, not 
unlike Zulu warriors, are the 
rage. 
Hairdos are tinted 
green, purple and orange. 


Half a shaved head is not 
uncommon. 
Bizarre jewelry includes a 
safety pin stuck through a 
nostril and attached by a 
chain to a pierced ear lobe. 
Razor blades entwined in 
coiffures, chains and man 
d e s are the rage. 
The 
swastika is a popular em­ 
blem. 
Every night is Halloween. 
Many punk rock groups 
spit and hurl obscenties at 
their audiences while the 
children on the dance floor 
pogo jump up and down in 
frenzied response to the ear­ 
splitting noise — pushing, 
chanting, 
hitting 
and 
som etim es 
kicking 
one 
another. 
They 
revile 
the 
bands with gestures 
and 
vulgarities. 
For 
the 
most 
part 
punksters are anti-drugs, 
anti-alcohol 
and 
a n ti­ 
religious. There is some use 
of angel 
dust, 
PC P, 
a 
dangerous hallucinogen, not 
unlike LSD, but it is ex­ 
pensive and not 
an 
im­ 
portant part of punk culture. 
Punk apparently has no 
philosophy and certainly no 
leaders — punksters are also 
anti-hero — in the movement 
except an underlying catch- 
phrase, “ Don’t trust anyone 
over 20.’’ 
Common sense 
dictates 
that 
punks 
are 
sim ply 
spoiled products of an af­ 
fluent society working hard 
at draw ing atten tio n to 
themselves. But early on it 
did have political overtones. 
Punk began in England 
two or three years 
ago 


among working class kids 
rebelling against the dole 
and stifled lifestyle, a c ­ 
cording 
to 
youthful 
historians of the punk move­ 
ment. 
The Sex Pistols were in the 
forefront until they were 
banned by British radio and 
television — after using ob­ 
scenities on an English TV 
show. 
Recently The Sex Pistols 
signed 
a 
contract 
with 
Warner Brothers Records, a 
punk rock breakthrough to 
the establishment. 
Bob Merlis, a Warner’s 
spokesman, predicts a big 


future for the group 
"This music doesn’t try to 
please or soothe." he said 
“ It’s reactionary music to 
the excesses of the 60s and 
70s It represents the mood 
of today’s youth 
“ The punk movement is a 
reaction to the hippie ethic. 
It s anti peace and love. It’s 
hate and war. The punks are 
bored with the saccharine 
HaightAshbury tradition of 
love.” 
Beards and 
beads and 
other accouterments of the 
hippie culture are shunned. 
Merlis and other observers 
of the punk culture say the 


new wave rejects ecological 
conservation, the Woodstock 
generation and all politics. 
“ L ook,” 
said 
M erlis, 
“ when P resident C a rte r 
quotes Bob Dylan you know 
Dylan is over. Today in­ 
su ran ce 
salesm en 
w ear 
beads and 
indian 
shirts. 
Y esterday’s hippie is today’s 
businessmen. The kids want 
no part of them.

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Lufkin Provides Potent Competition 


Plano Wildcats Look To Bi-District Playoffs

Lufkin provides the opposition Friday at 8 p.m. at Waco’s 
Baylor Stadium as the Plano Senior High Wildcats return to 
the state playoffs for the 12th time in the past 14 years. 
Plano has missed the playoffs only twice in 14 seasons and 
the last time was in 1976. Plano didn t like having a sideline 
seat to the Class AAAA battles and rebounded this vear to an 
8-1-1 mark and the representation rights to District 13-

“We are happy to be in the playoffs,” Coach Tommy 
Kimbrough said. “We feel we played in one of the best 
districts in the state. W’hen we played the number one team 
in the state at that time, Sherman, they couldn’t stop us from 
getting to the playoffs. We have to be happy with that.” 
Sherman and Plano tied for the district championship but 
the Wildcats held a statistical edge in their 14-14 tie and were 
awarded the representation rights. However, the Wildcats 
face a team in the playoffs that reminds Coach Kimbrough 
of Sherman’s ability. 
“ In talent, they compare with Sherm an,” said Kim­ 
brough, the second-year head mentor. “Offensively, they 
compare with Greenville. Defensively, out of IO games they 
held seven of their opponents to less thaan two touchdowns 
and nine of their opponents to less than three touchdowns.” 
“Longview is the only team to score three touchdowns on 
Lufkin. They have a strong defense and they played a strong 
schedule.” 
Lufkin tied for the championship of District 14-AAAA with 
Longview and both team s finished with 9-1 season records. 
However, Lufkin surprised highly-ranked Longview 28-20 in 
the final game of the regular season to take the represen­ 
tation rights. That was a game Coach Kimbrough witnessed 
because his Wildcats enjoyed an open date. 
“ I would not classify the gam e as an upset,” Coach 
Kimbrough said. “The best team won.” 
“Lufkin made a lot of big plays. They didn’t control the 
ball in the game I saw because they scored so fast they 


couldn't control it. They didn t punt much against one of the 
best defensive teams in the state (Longview),” said Coach 
Kimbrough. 
Keys to the explosiveness of the Lufkin offense are 
quarterback Ronnie Blake and running back Jim m y Kegler. 
“Lufkin has one of the best running quarterbacks in the 
state,” Coach Kimbrough said. Blake’s statistics back 
Kimbrough’s summation. 
Blake has scored nine touchdowns on running plays and 
has rushed for 959 yards in IO games. Kegler is just as out­ 
standing. From the tailback slot, Kegler has totaled 1109 
yards. Rounding out the backfield is Jerry Walker w ith only 
130 yards and one touchdown but his key blocks have helped 
to spring some big plays. 
Lining up at wingback in Lufkin’s I-formation offense is 
Ronnie Edwards, who has made the m ajority of the Pan­ 
ther’s big plays. 
Defensively, Lufkin operates from an eight-man front. 
Lufkin is the third team in a row to throw' an eight-man front 
against Plano. The previous two opponents were Denison, 
which Plano beat 28-6, and Greenville, who Plano also 
crushed, 30-19. 
“ It has to be of some help to be running against the same 
type defense,” Coach Kimbrough said. 
Keys to the defense, which is the biggest Plano has en­ 
countered all season, are mammoth 275 lb. tackle Reggie 
Davis, 225 lb. tackle Steve Kindel and 210 lb. linebacker 
Winfred Tullis. 
Plano is in prime condition for the playoffs because they 


have fwd two weeks to prepare since their final game 
against Denison. 
“ Last week we split time between conditioning and timing 
and preparing for both Lufkin and Longview,” Coach 
Kimbrough said. “ This week has all been directed at 
Lufkin.” 
Lufkin is coached by first year mentor Ed Gauley, who had 
a previous stint at Cameron Lufkin’s emergence in the 
playoffs is their first since 1962 when they reached the 
semifinals.
